Dulles said yesterday after a 
conference with President Eisen- 
hower at Augusta, Ga., that it | 
is “unkkely” any American | 
troops will be ser* to the South- | 
east Asia battleground. But he 
declined to answer an “if” ques- 
tion: Would he favor sending 
United States troops as a last 
resort if the French should pull 
out of Indochina? 

Cooper, : former delegate to 
the United Nations, said in an 
interview he hopes no American 
troops will have to be used in 
the fight against Communist- 
led forces in Indochina. In any 
event, he added, he believes that 
any decision on troop use need 
not be made immediately. 

Instead, he said, the United 
States should press the French 
to permit American training of 
native troops to fight against the 
Reds—a proposal which the 
French previously have received 
without enthusiasm.

Briton Starts Row With Mint Julep 
Recipe That Calls for (Ugh!) Gin «:: 


LONDON, April 20 (AP)— A 
Briton stood firm today in the 
“battle of the mint julep.” 

Daily Mirror columnist “Cas- 


sandra” insisted it can be made 
with gin—and be called cor- 
rectly a mint julep. 

Cassandra wrote that he, of 
course, knows that the basic 
recipe among Southern gentle- 
men calls for bourbon—but he 
told them not to be so cocksure. 

The feud was touched off by 
a description of a mint julep in 
the British newspaper as “a gin 
and’ sherry, plus. sugar and 
lemon iced.” 

The British reporter had been 
attending the New Orleans 
Mardi Gras, which could account 
for some confusion of potent 
potables. But some United 


iStates writers upbraided such a 


defamation of the julep. 
Cassandra replied that “the 


Southern gentlemen themselves

quarrel bitterly about the mint. 
juleps,” explaining: 

“Some say that the mint should | 
be chopped. Others that it should | 
be gently torn apart in the fin- 
gers. Yet a third school goes 
apoplectic if the mint is not 
whole. Another Southern acad- 
emy of drink demands that it 
be made with old rye whisky or 
even very dry rum.” 

And he claimed: “Kentucky 
barmen fall out among them- 
selves as to how to make the 
darn thing, and even the great 
(British poet) Milton refers to 
the whole tortured business: 
‘Behold this cordial julep here, 
with spirits of balm and fra- 
grant syrups mixed.” 

Cassandra pointed out the 
“Complete Book of Drink,” a 
standard work in Britrin; de- 
fines a mint julep as “gin, 
brandy or other spirits, with 
spices such as mint with added 
sugar, usually served with ice.”

There is no admission 
charge. 


A record total_of 1848 entries 
have been made in the fair by 
St. Louis area students who are 
hopeful of winning the cash 
awards and college scholarships 
which are offered as prizes.

Ceremonies Tonight. 


At the ceremonies tonight, the 
Rev. Thomas C. Donohue S.J., 
vice president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity; will deliver the main 
address. Presiding will be Carl 
Tolman, acting vice chancellor 
and dean of faculties at Wash- 
ington University.

DOLAN DID NOT 


Lawyer Cites Testimony 
of Witness Later Or. 
dered Stricken, Asks 


for Retrial. zs

KANSAS CITY, April 20 — 

Patrolman Elmer Dolan of St. 
Louis, convicted March 31 of 
perjury, failed to obtain “a fair 
and impartial” trial because of 
testimony by a Government wit- 
ness which was later stricken 
from the record, Dolan’s attor- 
ney charged today in a brief 
filed in support of a motion for 
a new trial. 
. Calling attention to testimony 
given by Frank Staab, a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent, a 
brief submitted by Mark M. Hen- 
nelly, St. Louis lawyer, said: 


“The erroneously - introduced 
testimony being so squarely con- 
tradictory of the defendant’s 
main defensé, the possibility of 
prejudice in the jurors’ minds 
was so reasonable as to have 
effectively denied him the right 
to a fair and impartial trial.’ 

Staab’s Testimony. 

Staab said on the stand that 
Dolan, in an interview, told him 
he wanted to change his testi- 
mony before a federal grand 
jury that was investigating dis- 
appearance of $303,720 of the 
$600,000 Greenlease ransom. 


The grand jury indicted Dolan 
and Police Lt. Louis Shoulders 
on charges of perjury because of 
their statements regarding the 
handling of two suitcases that 
contained the ransom. Shoulders 
was convicted here Thursday. 


After’ a defense objection, 
United States District Judge Al- 
bert A. Ridge ordered the testi- 
mony of Staab stricken from the 
record. However, Hennelly, in 
his brief, said: 

“Defendant herewith submits 
that the testimony heard by the 
jury was of such a lasting and 
damaging nature as to render 
ineffective the court’s instruc- 
tion to disregard, and rendered 
mandatory the granting of a 
thistrial.” 

The defense attorney conceded 
that,,generally, a judge's instruc- 
tion to a jury to disregard cer- 
tain testimony in federal court 
“cures any error which may have 
been committed by its introduc- 
tion.” 

‘Substantial Prejudice.’ 


However, he said that in some 
instances “such substantial prej- 
udice against a defendant has 


been created as to render man- 
datory the granting of a mis- 
trial.” This was the situation, 
Hennelly stated, in’ the Dolan 
trial. 

“The mere fact the defendant 
indicated a desire to change his 
story, as alleged by witness 
Staab, amounts to a virtual ad- 
mission of lying,” the brief said. 

“Furthermore, since the testi- 
mony of this witness was imme- 
diately ordered stricken upon 
motion by defense counsel, there 
was no opportunity to refute the 
implications it created. 


“Counsel for Dolan could not 
cross-examine the witness con- 
cerning this testimony with- 
out waiving previous objections 
since that testimony was already 
stricken from the record. 

“In effect, therefore, there 
was an unchallenged, unrefuted 
statement by this FBI agent be- 
fore the jury, which the court 
directed they disregard because 
of some grounds which, to them, 
were ostensible as little more 
than legal hypertechnicalities.” 

Hennelly, who also asks Judge 
Ridge to set aside the jury ver- 
dict and enter a judgment of 
dismissal, alleged the court 
erred by instructing the jury 
that the defendant’s grand jury 
testimony was “material’” — an 
element necessary to convict for 


perjury. 


No More Than 200 Wiretaps | 
’ Used at Once, Says Brownell 


Tells Senators There Have Been Thousands 
of Such Cases Since F.D.R. Author- 


ized Practice in 1941.

WASHINGTON, April 20 — 
The extent of wiretapping by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation was disclosed today by 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., who told a Sen- 
ate subcommittee there are 
“never more than 200 wiretaps 
on at any one time.” 


The FBI and other investiga- 
tive agencies of the Federal 
Government concerned with na- 
tional security have en per- 
mitted to tap telephone wires 
and record conversations since 
1941, when President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt authorized it by an 
executive order. 
In answer to a question, 
Brownell said that there have 
been “thousands” of accumu- 
lated cases since that time. 
Wants Full Authority. 
The Attorney General ap- 
peared before a judiciary sub- 
committee in support of his con- 
tention that authority to permit 
wiretapping in national security 
cases should be in the hands of 
the Attorney General alone, and 
not United States judges as re- 
quired under a biil passed by 
the House of Representatives. 
The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee gave Brownell the power he 
requested, but that provision 
was changed on the House floor, 
requiring that before a line 
could be tapped there would 
have to be a formal order from 
a United States judge. 
The basic purpose of the bill 
is not to make wiretapping it- 
self legal, since it has been legal 
for 13 years, but to make wire- 
tap evidence admissible in Unit- 
ed States courts. 
The bill as passed by the 


House is retroactive, meaning 
that heretofore inadmissible evi- 
dence could be brought forth 
against persons never yet 
brought to trial—if the statute 
of limitations had not expired. 
Pending Cases. 

Brownell said “a number” of 
“very serious” pending cases in- 
volving national security could 
be brought to trial if the bill 
were enacted. 

The case of Judith Coplon 
also could be brought up again. 
Her conviction on charges of 
espionage was reversed by a 
judge’s interpretation of the 
federal communications act. She 
was an employe of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in the 1940s, 
and was accused of handing se- 
crets to a Soviet agent in New 
York. Brownell recalled that the 
“lead” in the case came from a 
wiretap, in which it was learned 
that she was arranging a ren- 
dezvous with the agent. 

Brownell had easy sailing to- 
day. After reading a 12-pege 
statement, largely repetitious of 
previous speeches and congres- 
sional committee testimony, he 
was subjected to much favorable 
and very little critical question- 
ing. 

The subcommittee chairman, 
Alexander Wiley (Rep.)g Wiscon- 
sin, observed that some persons 
had objected that Brownell’s 
proposal would “put too much 
power in the hands of the At- 
torney General. Asked for his 
comment, the Attorney General 
replied that he had none. 

Other members of the sub- 
committee are Herman Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho; Arthur Watkins 
(Rep.), Utah; Olin D. Johnston 
(Dem.), South Carolina, and Pat 
McCarran (Dem.), Nevada. All 
but McCarran were present to- 
day.

GARMENT UNION 


SUES FIRM THAT 
MOVED FACTORY 


Seeks $200,725 for Al.- 
leged Breach of Con- 
tract — Charges 
Cheap Labor Plan. 


In a scheme to get cheap 
labor, a St. Louis garment 
manufacturing firm laid off its 
137 workers here and moved its 
factory to Puerto Rico in viola- 
tion of a collective bargaining 
contract, the CIO Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America 
charged in a suit for $200,725 
damages filed today. 

Defendants are the Midwest 
Leather Clothing Co. and three 
purported subsidiaries, F.F.F. 
Manufacturing Co., Atlantie 
Sportswear Corp. and Export 
Sales Corp. The St. Louis joint 
board of the union charged that 
the two corporations were 
formed in Puerto Rico to cir- 
cumvent the contract with the 
union. 

The contract, which runs gto 
1955, specifies that the employer 
shall not move his factory to 
any location that is “beyond a 
15-cent fare radius” from the 
plant at 805 Lucas avenue, the 
union set out in its petition. 
Last year, the petition continued, 
all the workers here were laid 
off in “a complete and total 
lockout” and the manufacturing 
operations were shifted to Puer- 
to Rico. 


The suit seeks $192,028 in 
wages lost to date by the St. 
Louis workers, $4415 in pay for 
holidays and $4282 in vacation 
pay. It was filed in United 
States District Court by Morris 
J. Levin and Donald S. Siegel, 
attorneys for the union. 

Midwest: Leather Clothing Co., 
which sells men’s jackets, still 
has its warehouse, shipping de- 
partment and office in St. Louis, 
Jack Floom is president of the 
firm;, his father, Nathan Floom, 
is selyetary-treasurer, and Na- 
than Cohen is vice president.

It is, in 
large part, responsible for the 
bleak statistics of a recent 
survey of our city, statistics 
that tell us that the property, 
on 22 per cent of our city | 
blocks has deteriorated be- | 
yond repair, and thatthe prop- | 
erty on another 17 per cent 
is sufferinig from blight that 
daily gets worse. And it is 
partly responsible for the fact 
that the 1950 census showed 

t. Louis has the worst hous- 
ine conditions of any large 
city in the United States ex- 
cept New Orleans. 

“This attitude, it seems to 
me, is one of indifference to 
obvious dangers. It is an at- 
titude—held to by successive 
Boards of Aldermen—that has 
resulted in the lowering of 
property values in one St. 
Louis neighborhoed after an- 
other as rooming houses and 
spot zoning are allowed to 
creep in. 

“Here in St. Louis, we are 
experiencing a strange phe- 
nomenon—blicht by city ordi- 
nance. In this very Beard of 
Aldermen we are writing the 
ordinances that formalize our 
own decay. We are promot- 
ing new slums at the same 
time that we are spending mil- 
lions to clear old slums. At- 

tempts at over-all city plan- 
ning—something any city must 
have today if it is to survive— 
have become almost ridiculous 
in view of various boards’ 
willingness to pass spot zoning 
laws at the request of any in- 
dividual or small group. 

“Why does this 
exist? I am sure that no alder- 
man on this beard wants to see 

«the city where he lives and 
works, the city for which he is 
responsible, suffer the way it 
has in recent vears. Yet, at the 
same time, there exists the tra- 
dition, honored by long obterv- 
ance, of what is called ‘alder- 
manic courtesy.’ The alderman 


who represents a given ward is | 


allowed to be the final authority 
on any matter affecting the resi- 
dents or the property of that 
ward. The other aldermen sup- 
port his vote on such matters 
regardiess of what they may 
think about it personally. 

Use of Pigeonhole. 

“Then, there is the equally 
time-honored tradition that holds 
that committees of this board 
may pigeonhole legislation that 
they do not want acted on for 
one reason or another. At your 
last session, for example, the 
bills that would have provided 
for fluoridation of our city water 
and for a useful airport commis- 
sion died in committee. There 
was no vote by your board, no 
g0ing-on-record—despite the ex- 
treme importance of both those 
matters. 

“Here is what I mean when I 
say that we must develop new | 
attitudes, new senses of respon-| 
sibility. Ten or more vears ago, 
perhaps, our city could afford | 
the luxury of such customs as

City Plan Commission. Both 
may be responsible for this lack 
of contact’ and it should be 
corrected. 

Changes in Traffie Code. 


“A few weeks ago, for exam- 
ple, this board made certain 
changes in the master traffic 
control plan. One of those 
changes, passed over my veto 
and over the advice of the city’s 
traffic experts, will allow day- 
time, non-rush-hour parking on 
Olive and Pine streets down- 
town. 

“This change was made at 
the request of some downtown 
merchants. It was opposed by 
virtually every established down- 
town group, and by, I am sure, 
an overwhelming majority of the 
tens of thousands of persons who 
work and shop downtown. 

“What did this action accom- 
plish? It added a grand total 
of 91 curbside parking spaces 
downtown—and the price will be 
ithe virtual destruction of the

| “The master traffic plan is 
‘no longer a_master plan. Now

Senate confirmation of the re- 

appointment of B. E. Ragtand as 

director of the state division of 
mental diseases was recom- 
mended today in a seport filed 


by the Senate Committee on 
Public Health and Welfare. 

The committee voted to recom- | 
mend confirmation following a 
hearing last night at which 
mumerous witnesses urged the 
confirmation be held up in the 
interests of obtaining a “quali- 
fied psychiatrist” for the posi- 
tien. The vote was 7 to 0 with 
four members not voting. 

Among those who opposed the 
confirmation were Frank Proc- 
tor vice president of the Mental 
Health Association of St. Louis, 
ang Mrs. Jane Hahn, represent- 
ing the Social Planning Council 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County. 
Béth recommended that a 
psychiatrist be named to the 
office of director. Proctor said 
that, if such a man could not be 
found readily, a trained hospital 
administrator should be ap- 
pointed. |

Forrest 
Smith, in whose campaign for 
the governorship he had been 
active in 1948. Ragland was re- 
appointed last March 30 by Gov.

Dr. Orr Mullinax, superintend- 
ent of the State Hospital at St. 
Joseph, appeared as a strong 
supporter of Ragland. He ex- 
pressed conviction his superior

confirmation. 

“We need more psychiatrists 

in. hospitals to help the ill 
rsons, not in administrative 
positions,” he said. 
Another supporter of Ragland 
was Representative Raymond 
Haepfinger (Dem.), St. Louis 
coynty, in whose district is the 
St, Louis Training School. He 
told the committee he has fre- 
quently talked with the person- 
nel.at the institution and been 
teld by them that Ragland is 
deihg “an excellent job of ad- 
mizistration.”

Hails Plan Offered to Russia. 

Strauss said that the United 
States, in submitting to Russia 
last March 19 a concrete plan 
to further the peaceful develop- 
ment and use of atomic energy, 
had taken the first historic step 
forward toward making atomic 
energy the servant of man in- 
stead of man’s destroyer. 

Strauss did not disclose 
whether Russia has yet given 
any formal or indirect reaction 
to the American plan, which en- 
visigns the establishment of an 
international atomic energy 
} agency to administer an interna- 
tional atomic stockpile for 
peaceful purposes. 

He emphasized that the plan 
“is not just another move in the 
chess game of world politics,” 
nor, he said, is it primarily a 
disarmament formula. He em- 
| phasized too that the plan does 
hot endanger the atomic weap- 
yons secrets of any nation that 
‘now has such secrets. In con- 
trast to dormant international 
atomic control proposals, which 
the Russians have opposed, the 


} | Eisenhower plan requires no re- 


| liance on enforcement provisions 
and does not depend even on 
“an interpretation of good faith,” 
he said. 


Outlines Effects of Bank.

“It has been awarded to one, 
the Duquesne Light Co. of Pitts- 
burgh, whose proposal will save 
the Government some $30,000,- 
000 of the cost of its construc- 
tion and operation.

They 
showed it in their appearance 
and attitude as they shuffled 
along the sidewalks. They were 
unhappy, discouraged, fearful. 
Rarely was a smile to be seen. 
A good pair of shoes was rare. 
Clothing was old, dirty and 
patched.

Moscow's skyline is 
punctured by seven spires of 
26- to 36-story skyscrapers. The 
road passes the Moscow Univer- 
sity building whose size and 
height require 112 elevators. 

New boulevards enter the 
city. The 50-year-old National 
Hotel reflects the change. It has 
been repaired and: renovated 
since my last visit in 1937 

No better food is served any- 
where in Europe than was set 
out during my stay at the Na- 
tional. 

On the streets, the people re- 
flect the great change. Their 
clothing is good and warm. 
Everybody is well shod. Tailor- 
ing seems to be a lost art in the 
Soviet Union, and women’s 
dresses and men’s shirts and 
suits are crudely designed and 
badly tailored and the quality of 
the cloth is questionable; but 
overcoats and hats look nearly 
as good as those worn by the 
people of any European city. 
People look well nourished. They 
walk briskly with their heads 
up. 
Stores appear to be well 
stocked with all kinds of mer- 
chandise, though prices, in rela- 
tion to monthly earnings, are 
high. 

A Moscow industrial worker 
earns on’ the average around 
1000 rubles—$250 at the official 
rate of exchange—a month. A 
very poor suit costs half a 
month’s pay; a good one.a whole 
month’s pay. If you earn 
enough rubles you can get just 
about anything you want in Mos- 
cow in the way of merchandise, 
even an automobile, but only a 
few earn enough money to live 
on such a scale. 

Although there is still a se- 
rious housing shortage every- 
where in the Soviet Union, it 
cannot compare wtih the hous- 
ing conditions of 1935 and 1937. 

The housing problem is cur- 
rently being met by various in- 
dustries. Industries that give 
their workers the best housing 
attract the best workers, Giant 
apartment buildings, 300 to 500 
feet long and six stories high, 
are going up. Rents, in terms of 
rubles, are low. An industrial 
worker pays 20 to 25 rubles a 
month for his apartment. Both 
in Moscow and in Leningrad, 
these big apartment houses 
loom up wherever you go. °

Editor Tells Zinc Institute 
Decline Is Not Likely to 
Get Out of Hand. 


The general downward slide 
of business will continue well 
into this year, but will not get 
out of hand and will eventually 
level off, Kenneth Kramer, 
executive editor of Business 
Week magazine, predicted here 
today. 

“We will have to settle for 
only a leveling off and not ex- 


pect much’ of a rise in 1954,” 
Kramer told the opening ses- 
sion of the American Zinc Insti- 
tute, Inc., meeting today and 
tomorrow at the Hotel Statler. 

But the future of the coun- 
try’s economy depends on gov- 
ernment, business itself and the 
consumer, who “may be the most 
important in the picture,” Kra- 
mer said. : 

He said that, while consumers’ 
income will drop this year, there 
is an estimated 100 billion dol- 
lars to 200 billion dollars in 
savings. It will take “real sell- 
ing,” new products and new 
models to make people dip into 
their savings, as in 1949, to buy 
non-essentials. 

Defense spending will be much 
lower this year, tending to pull 
business down some, Kramer 
said, but this will be offset some- 
what by lower taxes. - 

As for the role of business 
itself in bolstering the economy, 
Kramer said a survey by his 
magazine indicated spending for 
capital equipment this year will 
be only 4 per cent less than last 
year’s record 27 billion dollars. 

The business peak resulting 
from the Korean war, predicted 
for 1953, “has come and gone 
right on schedule,” Kramer said.

$18,000 which the Senate tacked 
on to cover damage from a fire 
at a prison farm last week.

Would Imperil U.S. Defenses, 


Deal Blow to Europe's Economy 


Eisenhower. Has Warned Philippines, For- 
mosa, Japan Would Be Endangered— 
Europeans Would Also Be Affected 


Politically, P Psychologically.

WASHINGTON, April 20. 


HE incalculable consequences in the Free World of the 
loss of Indochina to the Communists, which President Eisen- 
hower recently compared with the falling of a row of 


dominoes, was illustrated last week by the resignation of Aneurin 
Bevan from the Parliamentary (policy) Committee of the Labor 


party in Great Britain. 


The fiery member of the 
House of Commons from Wales 
broke with former Prime Minis- 
ter Clement Attlee’s “shadow” 
cabinet because the Loyal Oppo- 
sition approved Foreign Minis- 
ter Anthony Eden’s support of 
Secretary of State Dulles’s pro- 
posal for a 10-nation Southeast 
Asia defense agreement pat- 
terned after the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

Bevan, who leads from 50 to 
100 left-wing members, charged 
that Eden had “surrendered” to 
Dulles and had made British for- 
eign policy “subservient” to that 
of the United States. 

“Anti-American” Forecast? 

Bevan’s “anti-American” atti- 
tude is a probable forecast of 
what would happen in other 
Western European countries if 
Red China and Soviet Russia got 
control of the rich and populous 
region of Southeast Asia. 

The present governments fh 
France and Italy are shaky be- 
cause of the influence of Com- 
munists, isolationists, neutralists 
and nationalists in their parlia- 
ments. Likewise, in Holland and 
Western Germany there are 
many business men who believe 
they can do a profitable business 
with Russia and China and their 
satellites without endangering 


European security. A similar at-/ or 


'

The Dutch gave Indonesia :al- 
most complete independence in 
1949 but retained the region in 
the Netherlands Union.

In addition to the open hostility 
to the United States and its 
foreign policy evident in Great 
Britain, France and Italy, there

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Rally of the Scientists 


Whatever else the Oppenheimer case is, it is 
rapidly becoming a rallying point for scientists 
more impressive even than that of a year ago 
when Dr. Allen V. Astin was dismissed from 
the directorship of the Bureau of Stapdards by 
Secretary of Commérce Weeks. 

The letter column on this page contains a 
communication by 27 members of the physics 
faculty at the University of Illinois, who in their 
individual rather than their academic capacity 
have put their names to their statement in an 
effort to “reassure the public” in regard to the 
director of the original atomic bomb project. 

The signers say that many of them worked 
with Dr. Oppenheimer and that all are familiar 
with his research. They say that in their opinion 
there can be no reasonable doubt as to the sus- 
pended scientist's loyalty and that they “are 
confident that he has had the best interests of 
the country at heart in the many difficult mat- 
ters with which he has been concerned.” 

In Istanbul, Turkey, Dr. Arthur Holly Comp- 
ton, former chancellor of Washington University, 
speaks with unusual'authority. Dr. Compton was, 
in, 1942, chairman of a special committee of the 
¢h ational Academy of Sciences set up to study 
the possibility of devoting atomic energy to 


military uses. Dr. Compton was the original em- * 


ployer, at the University of Chicago laboratory, 

of Dr. Oppenheimer, who subsequently was ap- 

pointed director at Los Alamos by Gen. Groves.

Recalling Dr. Oppenheimer’s interest in Cam- 
munism and Communists, Dr. Compton said he 
had gone into the record carefully and decided 
that Dr.. Oppenheimer was not harmed by the 
experience but, on the contrary, was the better 
“for having looked closely enough to know 
Communist activities and ideologies first hand.” 

Washington University’s former chancellor, 
himself a distinguished physicist and recipient 
of a Nobel prize, then told his interviewers: 


For that reason I think Dr. Oppenheimer , 
was a more reliable citizen than one com- 
pletely ignorant. He was not an innocent. 
He knew avhat was going on. 


As evidence of Dr. Oppenheimer’s loyalty and* 


scientifie integrity, Dr. Compton reported that 
the Oppenheimer team uncovered the theoreti- 
cal possibilities of the hydrogen bomb only four 
months after they took up the atomic assign- 
ment. “Oppenheimer advised me of it immedi- 
ately,” said Dr. Compton. 

Still another impressive testimonial comes 
from the Federation of American Sciéntists 
through the chairman of its executive commit- 
tee, Dr. M. Stanley Livingston of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. This statement protests 
against questioning Dr. Oppenheimer’s “veraci- 
ty, conduct and loyalty” because of his “attitude 
and opinions on technical and policy matters 
expressed in the normal course of duties.” Sci- 
entists, so this statement says, must¢be able to 
present their views and advice to the Govern- 
ment “unprejudiced by fear or reprisal.”

Time is running out on the St. Louis earnings 
tax bill) The 60-day constitutional limitation on 
special sessions compels the Missouri Legislature 
to wind up its business by Friday. That means 
the city must have action before then or be 
deprived of about $8,000,000 a year in essential 
revenue and thus be condemned to curtail im- 
portant services. 

The agonizing part of it all is that the House 
came within two votes of approving the con- 
ference committee ‘report on a compromise bill 
that would have extended the tax for roughly 
two years and made any further extension con- 
tingent on the will of St. Louis voters. The 
Senate had previously approved the report. With 
79 votes required to adopt it in the House, pro- 
ponents mustered 77 on the roll call to only 40 
against. 

Surely this vote indicates that a substantial 
majority in the Republican-dominated House 
favors permitting St. Louis to help itself. That 
majority, however, is composed principally of 
Democrats; only 19 Republicans voted to approve 
the conference report while 39 were against it. 
The Republican party in the state cannot shirk 
responsibility for acts of political opportunism 
on a measuré that in St. Louis has bipartisan 
support. 

Where do we go from here? The bill will be 
returned to a new joint conference committee 
for fyrther study and report, and then must be 
submitted once again for separate approval in 
the Senate and in the House. If St. Louis is 
to avoid a financial disaster, all this must be 
accomplished before Friday, 
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J. Parnell Thomas Again? 


As New Jersey voters went to the polls in the 
second of 1954’s state primaries, the most in- 
teresting issue was whether J. Parnell Thomas 
would win a Republican nomination to run for 
his old seat in Congress next November. Mr. 
Thomas will be remembered as the former vigi- 
lante chairman of the old Dies committee of the 
House, now headed by Representative Velde of 
Illinois. He also deserves to be recalled as a 
member of Congress who served a prison term 
for padding his official Government payroll. 
Now Mr. Thomas says he is “1000 per cent” for 
Senator McCarthy’s methods. Whatever else 
may be said about J. Parnell Thomas, he is a 
man with a record and no one can wonder what 
he stands for! 
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Contrast of Two Witnesses 

The first day’s Senate hearing on the FHA 
scandals ‘produced a remarkable contrast be- 
tween two major witnesses. One testified free- 
ly. The other refused to testify at all. 

Guy T. O. Hollyday,; an Eisenhower appointee, 
told the Capehart committee he did not know 
why the White House asked for his resignation 
as Federal Housing Administration Commission- 


er, The federal housing chief, Albert M. Cole, | 


had said Mr. Hollyday failed to act against 
abuses in the FHA. Mr. Hollyday said, however, 


’ that no such charge had been presented to him. 


The ousted commissioner did relate that he 
had been aware of abuses in the program for 
insuring loans for home repairs, which involved 
swindling of home owners. Mr. Hollyday said he 
had issued regulations against such abuses and 
had ousted 45 FHA employes. While this may 
not fully explain delays in cleaning out the 
home repair fackets, Mr. Hollyday did answer 
all questions. ; 

Then the Senators sought to question Clyde L. 
Powell, who joined FHA under the Roosevelt 
Administration and became an assistant com- 
missioner. He refused to testify under protec- 
tion of the Fifth Amendment. Nor was this the 
only contrast between the two witnesses. 

Where Mr. Hollyday had been asked to resign, 
Mr. Powell had offered to resign, but Mr.'Cole 
had refused to accept his resignation. Mr. Cole 
did not explain this, nor offer any specific 
charges against Mr. Powell. And Mr. Powell, by 
his silence, offered the Senators no help. 

While Mr. Powell had a right to refuse to tes- 
tify, as Chairman Capehart recognized, the wis- 
dom of his doing so is another matter. The 
Senate committee —arid the public— wants to 
know about Mr. Powell's administration of the 
FHA program for insuring apartment house 
loans before 1950. Some of these loans are said 
to have been much greater than the cost of the 


| apartments, leading to a windfall for contractors. 


Mr. Powell's silence does not close the ave- 
nues of investigation. The committee has only 
begun its work, and the FBI and Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue are still at work. Other witnesses 
are to be heard. Senator Capehart says many 
private’ companies will be questioned. And 
President Eisenhower has given the committee 
access to secret income tax files bearing on FHA 
operations, 

Through these inquiries and from such 
sources, responsibility for the FHA scandals 
should come to light. One of the best assurances 
of that is the co-operation between the executive 
and legislative branches in the investigation. 
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The Law and Coleman Smith 


The case of Coleman R. Smith of Milan, Mo. 
is likely to evoke wide sympathy throughout 
the state. Mr. Smith, a Democrat, won a special 
election for State Representative from Sullivan 
county, but it now develops that he is not legal- 
ly qualified to be a member of the Legislature 
because of a quirk in Missouri's penal code. 

Fifteen years ago, when he was 22 years old, 
Mr. Smith was convicted of stealing timber. He 
served six months of a two-year term in Algoa 
reformatory. Then he was paroled, and there 
lies the’ difficulty. Had he served the full two 
years behind bars there seems to be no question 
that his civil rights automatically would have 
been returned. But a person who is paroled 
must make a special request of the Governor 
for the return of his civil rights—there is noth- 
ing automatic to it. 

' Missourians generally are likely to agree with 
Attorney General John M. Dalton that this is 
certainly an inequitable provision in the law 
and that it ought to be changed. A person on 
parole is presumed to be a far better rehabili- 
tation risk than one to whom parole is denied. 
Surely, then, the parolee ought to enjoy the re- 
turn of his civil rights automatically on the 
day his term would have ended. To provide 
otherwise is discriminatory, unfair and unrea-

The world’s first cities arose between 
4500 and 3500 B.C. in the valleys of the 
Tigris-Euphrates, the Nile and the In- 
dus. The coming of the city marked a 
sudden alteration in the character of 
human existence: with it came the in- 
vention of writing, the specialization of 
labor, the acceleration of technology 
and the beginnings of science, 

Today in every advanced country the 
city is man’s principal way of organiz- 
ing his living space. In the United 
States, for instance, two thirds of the 
population lives in cities. 

We are increasingly aware of the ef- 
fects of the city’s physical form on the 
human activities s: 
that go on inside it., 

In making decisions 
as to how to build, 
enlarge or renew 
this complicated 
piece of equipment, 
we are faced with 


issues and ques- 
tions to which 
neither history nor 
planning theory 
have yet given us 
final answers. 

Take, for exam- 
ple, the question of 
city size, a key is- 
sue in planning theory today. It was an 
important question for the Greek phi- 
losophers, who were concerned with 
the conditions under which a city-state 
becomes a healthy political and social 
unit. “Ten people would not lake a 
city, and with 100,000 it is a city no 
longer,” wrote Aristotle. 


Density and Its Effect 


In the twentieth century attempts 
have been made to control or reverse 
the growth of the metropolis, notably in 
the cases of London and Moscow. 

A factor importantly related to a 
city’s size is its population density: the 
number of persons occupying a given 
unit of city ground. Florence, because 
of its relatively high density, can have 
green hills close to its center and work 
places within walking distance of its 
homes. The endless spread of Los Ange- 
les is a product of low density and a 
large population. e 

Density directly affects the life of the 
city-dweller, since it controls the bulk 
and height of buildings, the living space 
inside and out, even the:light and air. 
If the city’s size is often beyond our ra- 
tional control at present, its density is 
determined daily by every act of con- 
struction or regulation. 

At 3500 persons per square mile we 
approach the density of a typical United 
States suburb, with single houses on 
generous lots. This is the American 
dream becoming reality, 


Pull of the Suburbs 


The present impulse toward the sub- 
urbs is too strong to be denied. Yet it 
raises important problems: the giant 
mushrooming of cities, long travel times 
to work, the impracticability of frequent 


‘bus service because of the population 


dispersal, some isolation of group from 
group, insufficiency of social stimuli. 


. Many who move from the city remark 


¥ 


on the loneliness of outer*suburbia. 

At 10,000 persons per square mile we 
reach an urban structur@,in which the 
residential type is group housing: row 
houses, two-family houses and the like. 

There are still private gardens, but 
the layout is tighter and more economi- 
cal than in single-family suburbs. Effi- 
cient public transport can be supplied. 

At 35,000 persons per square mile we 
come to crowded walk-up apartments 
three and four stories high. Congestion 
begins here: it spells a more difficult 
environment for growing children, a

surrender of light and air. Yet there are 
also positive values: better social inter- 
course, a feeling of “urbanity,” short 
journeys to work or to the country. 


At 100,000 per square mile, we find 
the most congested parts of Manhattan 
or of ancient Rome. Such concentrations 
are formed by densely set elevator 
apartments or hopeless tenements. 


The arrangement of the city’s parts is 
just as important as its size and density. 
Every city, however small or primitive, 
shows a certain specialization in the 
way it uses structures and space. There 
are separate places for residence, trade, 
ceremony, production, recreation. Spe- 
cialization is carried far in modern cit- 
ies, and this is one of the chief sources 
of their power and effectiveness. 


What City’s Silhouette Tells 


The extent and distribution of such 
specializations in a city give it a “grain” 
or texture—a pattern of work places 
and housing, of large and small dwell- 
ings, SS Pomeneeticn or non-segregation 
of racial groups. The pattern may pro- 
mote or thwart efficiency, reduce or ag- 
gravate conflicts. 


Besides size, density and grain, there 
is the matter of the shape of cities. 
Even the silhouette of ‘a city tells us a 
great deal about its living quality. The 
old cities usually were roughly circular 
or rectangular in outline, with a sharp 
boundary commonly marked by a wall. 


Beyond its defensive value, the com- 
pact mass is a logical form when it is 
not too large. The town has a solid, 
visible unity. 

As the population grows, the compact 
shape begins to exhibit difficulties. 
Growth must occur by crowding within 
or by annular accretion, like the growth 
rings of a tree. Unlike a tree, however, 


the center cannot be left to die. 


A second city form is the long, nar- 


-rew ribbon, usually lying along a road 


or river. The typical “street village” is 
a good example. The linear city rarely 
grows very large. 

The shape of a metropolis is some- 
thing else again. From a central mass 
extend long arms of development. It is 
often likened to a star or an octopus. 


Big Cities Change Slowly 


The star shape combines a strong 
center with the advantages of linear ex- 
tensibility and elose contact with open 
country between the fingers. If open 
land is bought in close-to the center. 
then the entire mass can be “aerated” 
without destruction of convenience. 

Each of these city shapes has its prob- 
lems, particularly as the urban complex 
grows to great size. For such a complex 
a new form, called the “constellation,” 
has been proposed. Many separate units, 
distributed over a large region, would 
be held together by a web of fast trans- 
portation lines. 

A big city of course resists rapid and 
sweeping changes. The physical and so- 
tial investment in its existing structures 
is too high. Yet growth and change oc- 
cur perpetually. There is constant op- 
portunity for decisions which in time 
could reorganize the shape of the city. 

Size, density, grain, outline, pattern 
—all are basic aspects of the city’s 
physical form. All have a powerful ef- 
fect on the quality of life that gogs on 
in it. Decisions about them must be 
faced with increasing frequency as we 
rebuild man’s peculiar environment.

The Battle for Asia. 


To recapitulate, some of them 
are: 

First. The “Eisenhower dec- 
laration,” a sort of Monroe Doc- 
trine of the free world, em- 
bodied in the President’s notes 
to Premiers of the six nations 
of the projected European De- 
feise Community. Here was set 
forth the doctrine that any ac- 
tion from any quarter that 
threatens the integrity of the 
European Defense Community 
wil be regarded as “a threat 
to ‘the security of the United 
States.” In his notes, the Presi- 
dent gave reassurances that 
American troops would stay in 
Europe. 


Second. The agreement among 
the United States, Great Britain 
and France, reached by Secre- 
tary of State Dulles in London 
and Paris, to seek to create a 
common anti-Communist front 
in Southeast Asia similar to 
NATO in Europe. 


Third. Introduction of bills in 
the House and Senate to carry 
out President Eisenhower's rec- 
ommendation a few weeks ago 
for revision of the Atomic En- 
ergy Act. They include, among 
other provisions, authorization 
to inform our allies about use 
of atomic weapons, without di- 
vulging any secret scientific 
know-how. 


How It Shapes Up. 


.-Fourth. Decisions on Indo- 
china policy. This last is ex- 
tremely important now because 
of the crisis in Indochina. It 
included a campaign to inform 
our people of the stakes in Indo- 
china, for ourselves and the 
whole free world, so they might 
understand the premise upon 
which the Administration in- 
tends to act henceforth, which is 
that the battle for Indochina is 
‘the battle for Asia. 

What was apparently the start 
‘of this educational campaign 
Was an “off-the-record” speech 
by Vice President Nixon last 
week to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors convention 
here. It caused some anxiety in 
Congress because of the Vice 
President’s suggestion that 
American troops might have to 
be used in Indochina should 
France pull out.

that the situation the Vice Presi- 
dent mentioned was “highly un- 
likely.” Otherwise, however, the 
Vice President's analysis of our 
policy in Indochina was said to 
be in full agreement with that 


dent and Secretary Dulles. 

This is the way it is age: 
Indochina: 

The Administration regards it 
as the key to stopping the 
further spread of Communism in 
Asia. Therefore we have a vital 
interest to hold the line there. 
So does the rest of the free 
world. 

But the Administration takes 
the position that ours must be 
the chief responsibility, as the 
United States is the only coun- 
try politically strong enough at 
home to take the load. Both 
France and Britain are under 
tremendous pressure politically 
to negotiate a peace now. 


Men Are Required. 


There are no easy answers to 
Indochina. A variety of measures 
is to be the approach. Our im- 
mediate objective is to prevent 
negotiation of a peace at Gene- 

va. The Administration sees no 

possible terms that would not 
open the way for Communism 
to infiltrate, take over Indo- 
china, and then roll on through 
Southeast Asia. 

If the French moved out, the 
Vietnamese would not be able 
to manage for themselves. If the 
French should move out, we 
therefore would move in. 

The chief need now is not 
materials, but men. This means 
the training of more Vietnamese, 
in which we now are giving 
help. The Vietnamese want 
their own officers, not French 
officers. It is important that 
they get them. For the answer, 
in the end, is a will to fight. 


Rubber, Tin at Stake. 


For that also, they need a 
guarantee of independence. They 
must be convinced of France’s 
sincerity about independence, 
which apparently they doubt 
now. One of our jobs is to get 
both the French and the British 
earnestly back of independence. 

Also, there is need for con- 
tinuance of our economic aid to 
Indochina and for encourage- 
ment in development of a demo- 
cratic society there. In the Ad- 
ministration’s plans, this in- 
cludes an information program 
that will give a true and inspir- 
ing picture of the free way of 
life. This is urgently necessary 
to offset Communist propagan- 
da and subversion. 

The Administration has come 
to its position on Indochina by 
an inquiry into what would hap- 
pen if it were lost to Commu- 
nism. That, it is convinced, 
would mean that the rest of 
Southeast Asia, Malaya and 
Thailand would fall to Commu- 
nism, and the threat would ex- 
tend also to Indonesia, with its 
78,000,000 population. 

The free world would lose the 
vast resources of rubber and 
tin of Southeast Asia, and Japan 
would be sorely hit by losing 
markets it must have to survive. 


GAMMA GLOBULIN AVAILABLE 
TO MORE CHILDREN THIS YEAR 


_ WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
-—-Gamma globulin, one of the 
two weapons aimed at prevent- 
ing polio, will be available for 
about 1,700,000 children this 


summer—almost twice as many 
as last year. But it will be dis- 
tributed under a different sys- 
tem. : 

The United States Public 
Health Service is asking state 
health officers to use the blood- 
derived material in this way 
only: 

1. For group inoculations 

ranging from youngsters in an 
apartment house where polio 
may have struck, up to those in 
a. whole community where an 
epidemic might occur. 
2. In communities already se- 
lected for trial of another pos- 
sible anti-polio medicine — the 
vaccine sponsored by the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis — gamma globulin 
should be employed “only where 
din the opinion of the state and 
territorial health officer it will 
not affect the validity of the 
vaccine field trial.” 

This second requirement does 
not bar the use of gamma glo- 
bulin for measles or infections 
“hépatitis, or in “unusual circum- 
étances,” officials said. 


RUSSELL W. DAVENPORT DIES,

ARCHITECT TO GIVE TALK 


Prof. Suzuki Says Asians 
Should Be Told More 
About America. 


America must reverse its 


g- “habit” of rushing troops into a 


foreign country and later telling 
the occupied population about 
the beriefits of freedom, Prof. 
Daisetz T. Suzuki, noted Japa- 
nese Buddhist scholar, said here 
yesterday. 

Prof. Suzuki, here to give two 


Mee \lectures at Washington Univer- 


sity, said in an interview that 

the Communists carefully indoc- 

trinate populations before start- 

ing military action. “This is 

what happened in Korea, and 

now in Indochina,” he added, 
Red Missionaries. 

Communist missionaries are 
sent out all over the world to 
lay the foundations for revolu- 
tions or coups, he went on. “The 
Russians are old hands at this.” 

Americans, he said, must 
make a greater effort to under- 
stand Asian peoples and to pro- 
vide them with information 
about the United States. Such 
an information campaign might 
make military defensive action 
against Communism wunneces- 
sary, he commented. 

Prof. Suzuki, who for the last 
year has been visiting professor 
at Columbia University, said 
“America is very much misun- 
derstood in the East.” Even pro- 
grams of technical and indus- 
trial assistance to Asian nations 
are twisted by Communist prop- 
agandists so that it appears the 
United States is simply extend- 
ing a capitalist “empire,” he re- 
marked. 

The 85-year-old scholar said 
he believed that Communism 
may not last in China, because 
either “the Communists them- 
selves will change” or “the Chin- 
ese people will change them.” 
He cautioned, however, that this 
process might take 50 years. 

Conservative Chinese. 

The Chinese, he said, are 
very conservative people, with 
deep-rooted traditions. Prof. Su- 
suki added that although Com- 
munism has a strong appeel for 
many young Japanese, he did 
not think the movement would 
triumph in his native country. 

World leadership “is a very 
good thing for the United 
States,” he said. “But patience 
is needed. America likes to do 
things’in the quickest possible 
way—but that won't work.” 

Prof. Suzuki will speak on 
Japanese Zen Buddhism tonight 
at 8:15 o'clock at Louderman 
Hall on the university campus. 
Tomorrow at 11 a.m., in Graham 
Chapel, he will talk on “The 
Meeting of East and West.”

Uruguay Ambassador Asks 
Co-Ordination Between 
Two Continents, 


Establishment of an _  inter- 
American “instrument” to per- 
mit co-ordination of the econ- 


omies of North and South 
American nations was urged 
here last night by Jose A. Mora, 
Ambassador to the United States 
from Uruguay. 

Speaking at the annual Pan- 
American banquet of the St. 
Louis Council on World Affairs 
at Hotel Sheraton, he outlined 
the development in recent years 
of a series of regional treaties 
dealing with government, law 
and defense matters, but added: 

“On the other hand, we do 
not yet have an efficient instru- 
ment that may put to practice 
the consequences of our eco- 
nomic solidarity.” 

Ambassador Mora said that 
the American nations adopted, 
at their recent meeting at Ca- 
racas, a resolution which points 
the way toward such a regional 
economic agreement. He added 
that he feels the matter can be 
further considered at the meet- 
ing of the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council late 
this y ear at Rio de Janeiro. 


Importance of Unity. 

Stressing the importance of a 
unitde attack on economic prob- 
lems, he said that “if we assure 
a constant progress of the wel- 
fare of our peoples, we shall 
be offering an invulnerable 
bastion to the penetration or in- 
filtration of any kind of anti- 
democratic ideas; above all, 
Communism, which thrives in 
= of misery and despera-

He said that “there was con- 
siderable pre-occupation among 
the Latin American countries, 
particularly evident in Caracas, 
about economic relations and the 

possible plans to solve the diffi- 
«| colton that effect our nations at 
the present time.” 

Referring to the United States’ 
resolution against Communism 
adopted at Caracas, the ambas- 
sador remarked that the “dis- 
cussion of this resolution was 
more about the methods and 
manners in which the aggression 
of Soviet imperialism should be

In the eight years f 1946 
through 1953, according to a Fe- 
view of corporate financing 
the department’s publicatidn 
survey of current business, cofr- 
porations spent 150 billion dqj- 
lars on expanding or replacing 
plant and equipment. That was 
more than the book value of 
fixed corporation assets at the 
end of 1945. With allowance 
made for changes in cost and for 
depreciation, the survey said, 
corporations made a net éexpan- 
sion of their fixed capital assets 
of about 40 per cent during the 
eight years. 

Plant and equipment expan- 
sion is again scheduled at a high 
rate this year. It is estimated at 
about 4 per cent legs fhan in 
the peak year of 1953. 

Two-thirds of corporate in- 
vestment in 1953 was paid Sr 
out of earnings and depreciatipn 
allowances, the report said. * 

Corporations increased their 
bonded debt by about five Bil-

But how is the book to be recovered? If a direct

request is made it will seem to be a reproach. It will 
teveal.that the borrower is forgetful. It will emphasize an 
indifference to the property of others. 

Had the book been kept only a short time it would 

be a simple matter to ask it back, merely remarking, “By 
the way,-are you finished with the book?” But a book that 
has been kept a year or two obviously has been finished 
with. 
. By this time the borrower will look upon the book as 
being’a part of his collection, even though the owner's 
name is clearly written in it. If the owner wanted it back 
he should not have waited so long to ask for it. 

The borrower cannot fail to suppose that the owner 
suspects he never intended to return the book. He will 
brood over the request to return it. 

‘In consequence, though the book will be returned 
and the borrower will apologize for the long delay and 
thank the owner for calling his attention to the matter,, 
nevertheless a coldness will ensue. The borrower will say 
to himself that surely there must be a less unpleasant way 
of getting the book back. 

The borrower is right. When a borrowed hook has 
been kept a year or more the best procedure is for the 
owner to say nothing but to wait for a good chance,’ slip it 
under his coat and take off for home.

Indochina Hero, Is Aristocrat Who 


Started as Private—Inspired Leader

Christian de Castries, the 
aristocratic French comman- 
der whose heroic defense of 
the battered fortress of Dien 
Bien Phu In Indochina has 
won him world-wide acclaim, 
was elevated on Friday from 
colonel to brigadier general 
by the French Government. 
This intimate and colorful 
profile of the new general is 
based on facts gathered first- 
hand from his wife and fellow 
officers who are at Hanoi mili- 
tary headquarters near the 
coast awaiting the outcome of 
the siege in the jungle. 


HANOI, April 20 (INS). 

RENCH airmen last week 
F paracnutea a bottle of fine 

wine and a love letter from 
his wife to the beselged com- 
mander of isolated Dien Bien 
Phu in Indochina — and for 
swashbuckling, “do or die” 
Christian de Castries it may well 
have been a happy omen. 

For, a few days later, a grate- 
ful French Government promot- 
ed the “fighting colonel” to 
brigadier general. 

To his wife, De Castries sent 
his jaunty reply from the smok- 
ing hell of the world’s hottest 
spot—now in the second month 
of siege by hordes of Commu- 
nist shock troops: 

“I’m kicking in Giap’s teeth, 
one by one.” - 

Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap is the 
top Red commander whose ant- 
like legions have been making 
savage’ atfempts to smash the 
heavily outnumbered French 
Union forces defending the be- 
sieged fortress of Dien Bien Phu 
under the 5l-year-old general. 

Ever since the bloody night 
of March 13 when they first at- 
tacked, the Communist-led Viet- 
minh rebels have been rolled 
back from the fortress, fed en- 
tirely by parachute, 1I75 miles 
west of Hanoi. 


It is estimated that the Reds 
have lost more than 13,000 of 
their original 40,000 troops 
hurled against the General's 
12,000 men. 


What manner of man is this 
soldier, whose gallant stand has 
so captivated the world? 

Late last month President 
Eisenhower lifted De Castries to 
greater prominence when he said 
that he would have made the 
Dien Bien Phu gladiator a gen- 
eral had De Castries been serv- 
ing under him. 

The French military nomi- 
nated De Castries for brigadier 
general after the pat from the 
President. But it was thought 
that he would not get his pro- 
motion until the last Communist 
had crawled away from the nar- 
row war pit deep in the jungle. 

The French Cabinet admitted 
it disliked the idea of making 
De Castries a general while the 
siege raged and taking the 
chance of the Communists cap- 
turing such a high officer. 

But on Friday night it an- 
nounced that the colonel had 
been promoted, confirming the 
predictions of De Castries’s wife

and others who knew him that 
this man from a dwindling breed 
of aristocratic French fighting 
men would come out of Dien 
Bien Phu as a general. 

The Communists desperately 
want to conquer the bastion 
prior to or during the Far East- 
ern political conference opening 
far away in Geneva April 26. 

Gen. Christian-Marie Fernand 
de la Croix, Count de Castries, 
has been known variously as a 
madcap youth, a daredevil horse- 
man, a ladies’ man, a ‘‘man-kill- 
er,” a martinet, and an inspired 
leader revered by his men. 

He has. been wounded three 
times, .this warrior who .was 
awarded the Legion of Honor 
three times and holds the Cro 
de Guerre with 18 citations, in- 
cluding 13 palms.

ARD-BITTEN and _ scarred 
by wounds and falls from 
the spirited horses he loves 

to ride, the new general is still 
lean of figure. With the shells 
falling heavily in Dien Bien Phu 
he still does each morning some 
gymnastic exercises he invented 
himself. 

He goes without a helmet in 
making his rounds of the battle 
stations where hundreds of en- 
emy bodies dangle from the 
barbed-wire perimeter—but :he 
makes all his men wear a hel- 


met. 

Quick-witted and quick-tem- 
pered, De Castries has been 
called both a typical and decid- 
edly untypical French military 
officer. He is descended from 
an illustrious military family 
that has given France in five 
centuries a marshal, an admiral, 
eight lieutenant generals and 
four lieutenant governors. The 
son of Count Jacques de Cas- 
tries, he doesn’t talk much about 
his background. Members of his 
family also are somewhat re- 
ticent but they refer to his 
“eccentricities” during a wild 
youthful period in which the 
hero-to-be was a rebel in his 
own way. 

He did not enter the French 
Army by way’ of St. Cyr, the 
French West Point. After high 
school he enlisted as a private 
at the age of 19. After five years 
of service he was chosen to go 


to the cavalry school at Saumur, 
and in 1926 was commissioned a 
second lieutenant. 

He loved soldiering, but peace- 
time was irksome to him. And 
the rumor is plausible that he 
also became irksome to his mili- 
tary superiors in his swashbuck- 
ling period. 

He found an outlet for his 
vigor in horsemanship—and he 
did very well. 

In 1933, as a member of the 
French riding team, he broke 
the world record for high- 
jumping with a leap of 7 feet 
9.7 inches. The day he set the 
record spectators were fasci- 
nated by his determination. He 
was thrown from his horse vio- 
lently several times before he 
finally soared over the barrier. 

The next year in Rome he won 
the equestrian broad jump. 

For a time the young aristo- 
crat turned to airplanes to give 
him the thrills he sought. This 
cost him a severe crack-up. He 
escaped almost miraculously 
from the splintered craft with 
only “minor fractures.” He al- 
ready had been in and out of 
the hospital numerous times— 
too many to remember — from 
falls from horses. 

As a first lieutenant—at the 
age of 38—the Count at the out- 
break of World War II was sta- 
tioned in Alsace on a forested 
mountain near Geinsbach, in 
front of Forbach, when the Nazis 
struck. 


His green troops became pan- 


‘icky. ,Men who were there tell 


how the lieutenant casually 
opened a camp chair, sat down 
and began to insult the men so 
expertly and with such ;flashes 
of wry humor that they soon 
were chuckling. 

The young Count held out for 
three days and nights against a 
German batfalion attacking with 
the aid of dive-bombers. He 
was wounded trying to fight his 
way out of a trap with some 60 
men, only a handful of whom 
survived. He was taken prisoner 
affer being wounded. 

He tried and failed three 
times to escape. He made it on 
the fourth attempt. Escaping in- 
to unoccupied France, the lieu- 
tenant was sent to North Africa.

late Marshal de Lattre de Tas- 
signy, then French commander- 
in-chief in Indochina, De Cas- 
tries was called back to the Far 
East at a time when the situa- 
tion was increasingly tense. 

De Castries, who had a repu- 
tation in his youth of leaving a 
trail of broken hearts and livid 
senior officers, changed wives 
that year. 

He had married, the year is 
not exactly determined, a woman 
named Schoub d’Hericourt. The 
marriage disintegrated after the 
war and De Castries met his 
present wife at a party given by 
the Duchéss de la Tremoille for 
the so-called “horsey set” of 
Paris. 


Jacqueline de Meaux, 43, a 
beautiful woman, was a horse- 
woman of some’ repute, and she 
married DeCastries after his 
divorce. The honeymoon was 
interrupted by the Marshal's 
call from Indochina. De Castries 
soon was badly wounded in the 
leg and arm when his jeep 
struck a mine at the battle for 
Vinh-Yen. 

The new Mme. De Castries 
flew to Indochina to nurse her 
husband in the same _ hospital 
where she now is nursing troops 
carted out of the Dien Bien Phu 
aliens by American-made heli- 
copters. 

De Castries was back in Paris 
last year for another brief spell 
and was studying the art of war 


at the “Centre des Hautes 
Etudes Militareis” but this 
didn’t last long. 

Gen. Henri Navarre,’ the 


present commander - in - chief, 
called De Castries last August 
for another round of battle— 
this time De Castries’ hardest 
and greatest struggle.

T IS quite normal for people to want to be popular and 
[nave many friends. -Indeed, one may be said to be on 

the abnormal side, if he does not want this. One of the 
most important keys to popularity is personality. A warm 
and pleasant personality attracts people while a disagree- 
able one (or just a dull, drab one) repels, Amy'is among 
the very large number of those who have written to me 
asking for help in improving themselves so others will be 
drawn to them: 

“I don’t seem to know how to get along with people. 
I want to improve my personality, but don’t seem to know 
how to go about it, I’ve always been taught to be modest— 
possibly even a bit reserved. When I try to put on an 
effusive cordiality, I feel foolish, But surely there are 
satisfactory ways for a girl to increase her popularity.”

No married quarters were 
available at Leon Springs and 
Ike knew better than to attempt 
commuting with, the Pullman 
over the adobe-caked hollows of 
a sand-swept wagon trail that 
was hard enough going for mili- 
tary vehicles. When he had 
enough of his desk work cleared 
up for a weekend leave, he 
would hop whatever was head-

August of 1917 in Texas was 
a scorcher. The sun burned un- 
mercifully on the roof of the 
long gray barracks building and 
glared all day against the drawn 
blinds of ioe 8 oe 
apartment, m g e sm 
rooms hard to bear. Day by 
day, the stairs seemed to grow 
longer and steeper, but the 
21-year-old girl, who was soon 
to become a mother, never com- 
plained. Her husband was still 
coming in when he could from 
Leon Springs. Her mother had 
withstood a long and difficult 
operation and was on the mend. 
Mamie spent a lot of time writ- 
ing her family. 

One Sunday morning—one of 
the Sundays when Lt. Elisen- 


hower could not make it home 
to Infantry Row—Mamie was 
beset with an impish urge to 
try her luck at driving their 
Pullman automobile out to Leon 
Springs. She went down to the 
lean-to, removed the dust cover, 
rejoiced in the beauty of the 
brass-bonneted radiator, and, 
after dusting off the front seat, 
climbed up and experimented 
with the foot pedals. What fol- 
lowed is: best described in her 
own words. 

“I'd never driven, so what! 
Papa let me steer the Packard 


plenty of times, and while Ike. 
wouldn’t allow any monkeying’ 


with the precious Pullman, I 
knew just what he did to get 
it into high gear. How he loved 
that car! When we first had it, 
he polished it so much I thought 
he’d work through the lumpy re- 
painting and get right down to 
the metal. 

“I said to myself, ‘It’s now or 
never,’ and fumbled around with 
the ignition, which was fine as 
far as it went. But who was go- 
ing to crank it up? I went out 
and looked up and down the 
street. Sure enough, I was lucky; 
a sergeant was in sight. He 
looked kind of funny when I 
asked him to help get the car 
started (few women drove in 
those days), but he gave the 
handle a tug, and bang! the 
motor caught. I backed out 
slowly, but must have had stage 
fright. The engine died, but the 
young man gave the crank an- 
other yank. I started forward, 
steering slowly until I was off 
the post, then I went into high 
gear and kept going, ruts and 
all—it was as much fun as a 
roller-coaster — until I reached 
Leon Springs.” 

Mrs. Eisenhower says it is not 
true that she honked around 
Camp Stanley, yelling to her 
husband to come up and stop 
the car. 

“That’s pure fiction,” she de- 
clared. “When I got there I just 
reached over and turned off the 
ignition, then yelled for Ike. He 
was surprised and very angry, 
but after he took me to lunch 
he got permission to drive me 
back to Fort Sam.”

N Sept. 17, Mamie’s mother, 
(0 Mrs. Doud, arrived in San 
Antonio. Unable to walk 
after her recent surgery, Mrs. 
Doud rode on a baggage truck 
as a substitute for a wheelchair, 
something the station was un- 
able to provide. Neither the doc- 
tors, nor her husband, had been 
able to alter her determination 
to pack up and go to Texas to be 
on hand when her first grand- 
child arrived. Mrs. Doud had 
learned that orders had come 
through transferring Ike within 
the week to Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 
Mamie’s first war-time part- 
ing from her husband was un- 
clouded by tears. Though she 
might never see him again, she 
bade him goodby with: smiling 
eyes and promised to write every 
detail of the baby’s birth—right 
from the moment she felt her 
first labor pang. 

Three nights later, Mamie 
woke her mother shortly before 
12 to report labor pains. With- 
out a telephone, and not wishing 
to disturb the family across the 
hall unless a serious emergency 
developed, mother and daughter 
waited out the hours until day- 
light. Mamie began her prom- 
ised letter, and it was not until 
morning that she put her pen 
aside. Then she bathed and

“West opened the xing of 
hearts, continued with the ace, 
and then led a third heart, East 
ruffing. East led the king, ace 
and another diamond, forcing 
dummy to ruff with the ace of 
trumps. South discarded his last 
diamond on the ace of spades 
and ruffed a spade in his own 
hand. Then he led a low trump. | 
West won with the eight of clubs 
and led another heart. 
ruffed with the jack and South 
over-ruffed with the queen. De- 
clarer then had to lose two 
trump tricks to West, for a set 
of 1100 points. 

“North complained bitterly, 
stating that he had had a good 
play for down two at two 
spades, and would have been 
down three at most. South 
argued that three clubs looked 
like a reasonable escape from 
what was obviously a bad spade 
contract. Who was right?” 

It is true that North would 
have been down only three at 
two spades (there is practically 
no play for more than five 
tricks), but why should North 
have voluntarily undertaken a © 
contract which could not lead to 
anything but trouble? When 
South passed the opening bid, 
North should have realized that 
his side could not make game 
and might very well be unable 
to make any contract. North 
deliberately stuck his head into 
the -~noose when ihe bid two 
spades, and any harm which re- 
sulted after that action was 
chargeable to him. As for 
South’s attempted rescue at 
threg clubs, it was obviously 

to increase the bidding 
le#el, but the prospect at spades 
was so extremely dark that 
South could not be blamed for 
trying to better the situation. 
Clearly, the blame in the mat- 
ter fell on North.

TREE FROGS sometimes seek 
food in the daytime, but they 
are more active in twilight and 
at night. Even in daylight it is 
hard to see them in a tree be- 
cause their skins match the 
background so well. . 


Many tree frogs are able to 
change their coloring. Like 
chameleons, they match the ob- 
jects on which they rest. 

Most of the tree frogs in the 
eastern half of the United States 
reach a length of about two 
inches. A full-grown pond frog 
is more than twice as long, and 
a bullfrog has three or ‘four 
times that length. 

* * * 

TESTS HAVE BEEN made on 
tree frogs to observe their color 
changes. In bright light they 
take on a pale yellow color. On 
a gray background, their skins 
become gray, and a change to 
brown is made when the back- 
ground is brown. In the midst 
of green leaves, the body be- 
comes gray-green. 

An hour or two may be 


needed for a complete change of 
coloring. In from 15 to 30 min- 
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utes, however, a fairly strong 
change may be observed. 

Several other kinds of tree 
frogs also exist in North Amer- 
ica. These include the spring 
peeper, which favors shrubs 
more than it does trees. The 
spring peeper is only about an 
inch long when it becomes an 
adult.
